1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendment to claim 6 distinguishes the claim over the cited prior art 
of record. The prior art of record neither teaches nor discloses indirect fire device where the 
plug guide includes a zone having an enlarged section and an opening which extends through a 
side wall of the plug guide in said zone and via which the magazine opens directly into the plug 
guide. 

Further, Applicant's amendment to claim 1 1 distinguishes the claim over the cited prior 
art of record. The prior art of record neither teaches nor discloses indirect fire device where the 
rear zone extends axially over a distance H = h + (L-L') where h is an axial length of each sleeve, 
and (L-L') is a loading stroke of the fastener guide from the front position to the rear position. 

Furthermore, Applicant's amendment to claim 16 distinguishes the claim over the cited 
prior art of record. The prior art of record neither teaches nor discloses indirect fire device where 
wherein the fastener guide includes an opening which extends through a side wall of the 
plug guide in the rear zone and via which the magazine opens directly into the rear zone of the 
fastener guide in order to introduce the fasteners one by one into the fastener guide at said rear 
zone; and wherein the rear zone extends axially over a distance H = h + (L-L') where h is an 
axial length of each sleeve, and (L-L') is a loading stroke of the fastener guide from the front 
position to the rear position.
